The eye-shade, laid aside while taking this picture is reminiscent of 
the old-time telegraphers who always wore the celluloid (green) shade 
as a trade-mark. 


The three dials in the center of the transmitter turned the split-stat- 
or variable capacitor - a .002 uFD unit, of bronze, brass and micarta,, 


These capacitors always required cleaning due to noisy rotor brushes, 
The capacitor was a completely shielded unit, built like a battleship!

The undersigned members of the

This 
provides for the retention of the present structure of 
the Board of Directors, namely nine voting members con- 
sisting of the President, the Vice President, the Secre- 
tary, the Treasurer and five Directors-at-Large elected 
by and representing all of the members of the organiza- 
tion.

Our organization must be a workable structure. It must 
be made up of sincere, dedicated members who are will- 
ing and able to devote themselves to whatever necessary 
tasks arise. More is not better. Quality, not quantity, 
determines thesuccess of any administration. It is easy 
to fall into the populist chant of equal representation. 
Some would have each call area district nominate and 
elect a Director, supposedly representing their area. 
Representing them for what? Neither QCWA nor the FCC 
can grant more favorable treatment to any one sector or 
area, We stand, fall, or progress as one amateur frat- 
ernity, regardless of call area. Our Directors are 
charged with the duty of managing QCWA for the benefit, 
not only of our organization, but of the entire amateur 
fraternity. They are not elected to further sectional 
interests. Where is the need for Directors designated 
to champion any one area? 


If the Board were to be increased, as some advocate, to 
fifteen members, a reasonable minimum quorum would be 
eight. Less than this, would enable a small group to 
effect their will in the event of a poorly attended 
meeting. On the other hand, it may not be possible to 
secure the needed quorum of eight. Witness the recent 
Board meeting in Chicago on February the 4th. Only the 
four Officers and one Director, a total of five attend- 
ed, but the Board was able to function, and take action 
since five does constitute a majority and a quorum of 
its present nine members, 


An accepted principle of fair and equal representation 
is, "one man one vote", If we have a Director for each 
call area, the designee for the 1st district would rep- 
resent approximately 400 members, while the one for the 
4th district would represent approximately 1600 members. 
In like manner compare some of the other districts and 
their membership; 3rddistrict - 600, 9thdistrict - 400, 
zero district - 430, whereas 2nd district - 1035, 6th 
district - 1000, 8th district -750, (These are approxi- 

mate membership figures as published in the 1976 Direc- 
tory). Since each Director's vote is of equal weight, 
surely this is far from the principle of equal and equi- 
table representation. How much more equitable it is to 
have each and every Director represent and work for each 
and every member, regardless of his location: 


As for the opportunity of obtaining recognition of a 
members's ideas and proposals, rest assured any worth 
while proposition would be welcomed and advanced by each 
and every one of the Officers and Directors. it. is 
very easy to have an input channel to our General Man- 
ager or any member of the Board. A letter, a telephone 
call or even a QSOonthe air would start the ball roll- 
ing. The policy of our organization has evolved into a 
constant rapport between the Administration and all the 
Chapters and members. Correspondence is constantly on

For several years, a group of members have objected to 
the small number (five) of, and the method followed in 
selecting, candidates for Director. They feel that the 
present size and potential expansion of activities of 
the Association would be better served by an increased 
number of directors, and that smaller areas have been 
led to believe that their interests may not haye been 
represented because there was no director from those 
areas. In 1977, the Grass-Roots/ Alternate Slate Con- 
mittee nominated a slate of candidates based primarily 
on this issue. The campaign brought out the highest 
membership vote in history with one officer and two di- 
rectors presently serving the Association as the result 
of their efforts. 


“ARGUMENTS IN SUPPORT OF ALTERNATIVE B 


* That 11 directors and 4 officers over the present 5 
directors and four officers is not an excessive 
number of projects and activities contemplated 
by the Association. A majority of 8 would be 
needed to approve Board activity instead of the 
current 5. 


* Contrary to the position of those opposing an in- 
crease in the number of directors, there is no 
shortage of members willing to spend the time 
and funds (about $1,000 a year) to serve. The 
apparent shortage in the past resulted from the 
at-large nominating committee being unable to 
identify qualified candidates, and candidates 
that were identified were not willing to serve 
because of the absence of local challenge and 
opportunity to serve the membership within their 
own district. 


* Despite some differences in membership and geograph- 
ical areas, the amateur radio call districts 
provide the most identifiable area boundaries 
for choosing directors of the Association. 


* Leaders of Chapters within a district are better 
able to identify qualified director candidates 
than an at-large nominating committee, the com- 
petitive activities of nominating, campaigning, 
and electing a director among candidates from 
a district would bring members of Chapters and 
at-large members together and encourage cooper- 
ative activities, that district directors, pos- 
sibly together with appointed assistant direc- 
tors, would be more apt to aid in the work of 
promoting memberships, new chapters, and chapter 
activities within a district than the present 
at-large director system, and that district di- 
rectors would be more likely to attend chapter 
functions within a district, share with members 
the concerns of the National Organization, and 
obtain grass-roots input from members to take to 
the National Organization for discussion. 


The undersigned, members of the Grass Roots /Alternate 
Slate Committee, believe that the future welfare and 
progress of QCWA depend upon locally chosen and ree 
sponsive directors who, together with the officers who 
represent all members, will guide our Association to 
its fullest potential, We encourage all members to 
study the alternate proposals, We are confident that

BASIC CARRIER TELEPHONY, David Talley, (W2PF), Hayden 
Book Co., Inc., Rochelle Park, N, J., 1977. Price is 


not given, but better-grade paperback. 


Basic Carrier Telephony is an excellent descriptive 


work on the intricacies of telephone systems. With the 
automatically switched networks nearly world-wide ser~ 
vice is available to nearly all telephone subscribers. 
We are just beginning to scratch the surface of the 
many things which can be done over a telephone circuit 
and in order to exploit the advantages of this switch~ 
ed network, it is necessary to have a good understand~ 
ing of the system elements and their interconnection. 
To provide this understanding is the purpose of the 
book....written for executives, engineers.... (including 
radio amateurs)....to provide....knowledge of telephone 
carrier, multiplex, switching techniques...step by step 
to electronic switching (author's words from private 
correspondence). 


Mr. Talley has an excellent grasp of organization. His 
book is considerably above average in the carefully- 
thought-out sequence in which the various topics are 
presented. ‘These range from a general description of a 
telephone system in Chapter 1 to broadband carrier sys- 
tems and applications in the last. Because purchasers 
of this vook most probably will do so to satisfy spe- 
cific knowledge requirements, it appears advantageous 
to list the general headings. One of the great disad- 
vantages of operating a column is that you never have 
enough room tosay everything you would like to say. 
This time it really pinches. To do justice to author 
and potential reader, the subtopics should be listed 
also, Here are the major topics taken from the table 
of contents:

Wire Transmission Principles 

FDM Carrier System Fundamentals

Mr. Talley's writing style is purely expository which 
of course, it should be for this class of book. The 
sentence structure and word choices are suitable...... mH 
was unable to find one ambiguous sentence and although 
I could not afford the time to read every word and con- 
firm this, the ambiguities (if any exist) mast be very 
few. 


When it gets into radio telescopes and the startling 
discoveries that have been made through their use, the 
book rests easily on its own merit, but it's a long way 
from tin-can telephone to sophisticated radio astrono- 
my and John Kraus has chronicled the whole distance. 
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Because Mr. Talley has chosen to cover so broad a field 
it is obviously impossible for him to carry out the 
mathematical derivations for the relations which he 
gives. It is likewise true that his treatment of sub- 
topics (162 are listed in the table of contents) must 
also be brief. For example, he has allotted about 15 
pages to filters. His purpose is well served however 

After showing where filters fit into telephone systems, 
he shows the four prototypes (High-pass, low-pass etc. 

If you need more detailed information, many excellent 
books on filter theory and other specialties are avail- 
able. 


If telephone equipment is your dish, 
commendable introduction.

BIG EAR, John Kraus, Cygnus-Quasar Books, Powell, Ohio

sThe mail was about evenly divided on Big Ear, Nobody 
thought it was a poor book or an unworthy book. Half 


of those writing felt it was a must book and the other 
half felt that it had been reviewed so many time al~- 
ready that we should not include it. Finally, W4FZK 
settled the affair by mailing me a copy of the book it- 
self, 


As nearly all of you must know, this is the background 
of the Ohio State-Ohio Wesleyan Radio Observatory, If 
you expect to find the statistics -and triumphs (of 
which there are many) in chapter one, you will be some- 
what surprised. There are over a dozen chapters which 
serve both as a biography of one aspect of the Author's 
life and an easy-on entrance into scientific subject 
matter for non-science-oriented readers, at first 
glance some of this may seem trivial, but please remem- 
ber you are not a neophyte in these matters as it would 
seem the average reader was expected to be, Further, 
many of you will hear echoes of your own lives--so 
typical is Kraus. 


You will be able to locate books in numbers that will 
give you more detailed information on both the techni- 
cal aspects of the hugh antennas and highly specialized 
receiving and analyzing equipment used. However, I 
suggest that nowhere will you find anything which will 
come close in giving a detailed insight into its re- 
markable author. 


There is considerably more for us in this book than a 
recounting of an engineer's education which starts with 
boys' electrical toys and succeeds to a Ph. D, and the 
building and operation of radio telescopes. Consciously 
or unconsciously, John Kraus has imbued his book with 
character clues of his own life. 


As I summarize mentally my view of the life of this es- 
teemed astronomer, distinguished educator, indefatig- 
able experimentalist, this radio amateur, I am forced 
to the conclusion that John Kraus does not even know 
the connotation of the Spanish word manana, as used in 
Mexico, While too many of us have been putting things 
off until manana, John Kraus has been doing them 

Please read his fine little book with this in mind.

GOREBE, By men who were there 


The Grebe Story has been told and retold many times and 
with good cause, In our presentation herein, we've had 
a bit different viewpoint to present, Others, highly 
qualified, have researched the past and provided facts 
and information that we cannot hope to improve upon, We 
will, for convenience, repeat some basic information as 
presented by G, J, Gray, the Antique Wireless Associa- 
tion and others, as back-ground material, 


Alfred H, Grebe, born at Richmond Hill, NY, in 1895, 
began his radio experimenting about 1909, developing a 
good loose-coupler which he produced for a few friends, 
At the age of 16 he went to sea as "sparks" working all 
around the world until 1914, At that time he was Chief 
Wireless Operator for the SS Santanta, He, with Ralph 
Barber left the ship at San Francisco, returning to the 
New York area where the radio industry was beginning to 
boom, 


Following some specialized war time work, Grebe, in 
1916, designed some radio sets designed AGP, being the 
initials of Armstrong (patent), Grebe (manufacturer), § 
Pacent (merchandising). It is interesting tothose of 
us in QCWA, to note that John DiBlasi was President for 
Manhattan Electric Supply at that time, 


Grebe continued to increase its scope, and his brilli- 
ant mind, working with leaders of the day, established 

a reputation for excellence, It was the attention he 

gave to small details which made for a superb product, 

This attitude was maintained through all the years that 
Grebe produced radio equipment, The CR series of sets 
were begun in 1919, and the price ranged in the $100 
to $150 class at that time, 


Inspiration for this story and material came from Ken 
Hiler, W4SQ, who wrote, late. in 1977, that he possessed 
some good pictures of the Plant, and of the people who 
worked for Grebe during those wonderful years, We were 
further blessed by help from Walter Bickmeyer, K4NI who 
was also a Grebe employee, and from John Bruning, W8DSR 
Trustee of the Gray History of Wireless Museum, To all 
of these, our thanks and appreciation for their help, 


Ken Heiler, who is pictured, as a young man, in several 
of the pictures herein, worked for Grebe in a number of 
capacities. Let's go directly to his story: 


" I enjoyed working for Grebe, as a tester of the Grebe 
Syncrophase Broadcast Receivers, and later as Radio 
Operator and Assistant Chief Engineer to Earl Dannals, 
2GG, Ted Ostman, 20M, 1922 Hoover Cup Winner and very 
close friend, introduced me to Grebe who gave me a job 
in his final test laboratory, where I worked under 
Dick Wagner, When things slacked up in the summer of 
1925, Mr, Grebe offered me a job as Radio Operator for 
WAHG/WBOQ Broadcasting Stations, Iwas, of course 
required to have a Commercial License, He gave me a 
leave of absence and after two weeks of study, § I 
mean hard study, I came back from the New York Custom 
House with a lst class license, which is what was need- 
ed then, I don't know how I did it, but I think you 
need your youth, I was only about 20 years old then," 


" Bill Diehl was Al's Chief Engineer, and became my 
direct boss until Earl Dannals, 2GG showed up, reliev- 
ing Bill from the Broadcast station activity, About 
this time Al Grebe doubled the size of the factory 
during the summer, About a year later he bought a 5 
kW WE transmitter, moving it out on Long Island and 
the studios moved to the Steinway Bldg, on 57th Street 
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“Tr got in touch with Walter Bickmeyer, K4NI, 


in New York City, Later, he sold the station, now 
WABC, to the newly formed Columbia Broadcasting System." 


" Earl Dannals left Grebe employment early in 1927 and 
I with him, He and Ed Fink, 2GL had built a chinese 
copy of the WE 1B transmitter (500 watts), I think he 
and Grebe had a "to do" over this, which I think was 
responsible for the shake-up, Anyway, Fink §& Dannals 
sold their copy of the WE to the Madison Square 
Garden on 49th Street, and installed it on the Garden 
Roof, I went along, helping to install it and became 
Earl Dannals Chief Operator," 


" It is my understanding that Al Grebe had severe fi- 
nancial problems in the early 30's.,,,at that time I 
was busy trying to make a living and lost track,, 
Grebe made a wonderful product, and I am happy that 
in a small way, I was part of that time so long ago," 


A short time after receiving this material from Ken, 
who had 
some recollections of the early days in Grebe, The 
following is sort of a quote, with some connecting bits 
from Walters letter, 


"Ted, I worked for A, H, Grebe from 1921 to 1924, As 
I remember, the Grebe Building was about 4 stories 
high, with the center-fed antenna located on the roof 
for WAHG, I have tried to recall as many names as 
possible, connected with Grebe, and here is my list: 


A, H, Grebe, President 

Douglas Rigney, Executive Administrator 
Bill Diehl, 2CY, Chief Engineer 

Pat Rooney, 2BT, Chief Operator, WAHG, 
A, H, Grebe Yacht, MU-1, radio call 2XAO 
Ted Ostman, 20M, Sales, Service 

Steve Decatur, Plant Superintendant 
Douglas Van Dyne, 2AVU, Final test department, shop 
Vincent Lieber, 2AVC, wiring department 

Walter Bickmeyer, 2NB, witing department & repair 


2XE, 22E 


"A.H. Grebe was a very good company to work for, The 
employees were well treated and the working conditions 
were excellent, the pay scale was good, Each employee 
had to do a first class job, Nothing but first class 
would be accepted, Inspection was tough Grebe was 
known for quality merchandise, It was top of the line 


equipment." 
"Ted, I hope some of this may be of use, It is of 
interest to note that back in those days, little did 


I realize that during the last years of my working life 
(1960-1970) I would be on a project placing a man on 
the moon from Kennedy Space center," 


It is probable that the Gray History of Wireless Museum 
at Cincinnati, has the largest and best display showing 
nearly all models produced. Itis suggested that should 
you want to delve deeper into Grebe Story, that you can 
contact the Museum, through John H. Bruning, WS8DSR. He 
will, I am certain, assist you in every possible way... 


A word of thanks to Ken for sending pictures that must 
be invaluable to him, to share with QCWA members! 


Of such stuff was the men who worked for Grebe, and 
their stories only intensify the fact that Grebe was a 
brilliant man, unusual, dedicated, ethical and innova~

Here is shown another view of the production 
tools used at the Grebe Plant, Lathes and 
a milling machine are shown, and in the back- 
ground a surface grinder can be seen in oper- 
ation, 


In accordance with practice in the 1920's it 
was normal for a manufacturer to fabricate all 
parts required in his processes, 


One is impressed with the cleanliness of the 
plant, as well as the fact that it appears to 
be completely set up for precision production 
work, 
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This picture of the interior of the Grebe fac- 
tory showing the extensive equipment needed to 
fabricate components. Here are shown special 
tooling used to part tubing for coil-forms and 
the installation of eye-lets, and mounting for 
the inductors to be fabricated at a later time 


It is interesting to note the over-head power 
shaft wherein a common motor was used to power 
a number of production lathes, punches, etc.

Grebe "Binocular coils", 

The coil forms, with necessary lugs, eyelets & 
hardware prepared in the previously shown man- 
ufacturing processes, By looking cloesly one 
can spot the counter, at the rear of the wind- 
ing machine, used to insure that all coils are 
identical. 


As we have studied each photograph closely we 
have been impressed at each step with the care 
taken, and the general appearance of plant and 
personnel, A Grebe trademark! 
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Here is shown fabrication of the Grebe varia- 
ble condenser, All parts fabricated and as- 
sembled in plant, Components in all stages of 
assembly, and at the extreme left, the famous 
"finger wheel" of Grebe can be seen on some of 
the condensers completed, 


In this shot, technicians are busy wiring the 
sets, Studying the picture gives evidence the 
work was done by the table, rather than moving 
along in production-line practice, Note plant 
supervisor in left center of picture, 


Here is the testing laboratory, Each set was 
given a microscopic inspection, the aligned, 
neutralized and air-checked, In This picture, 
in the fore-ground is Bill Schick, center is 
Ken Hiler and at rear Dick Wagner, Note that 
each receiver has a report check-list! 


Chief Tester, Dick Wagner, giving the supreme 
test to a Grebe Synchrophase reciever, The S- 
dial set at the right is not a receiver, but a 
5-frequency test oscillator used in the test- 
ing process, 


As we have moved through the plant, it becomes 
clear why Grebe was considered the ultimate 
At no point is it possible to see a lack of 
care in the manufacturing and testing process,

Nothing herein shall authorize this Association, directly or indirectly to 
engage in or include among its purposes, any of the activities mentioned in 
Not-for-profit Corporation Law, Section 404 (b)-(p) of Executive Law, Section 
757. 


No part of the income of the Association shall inure to the benefit of any 
member, director or officer of the Association or any private individual 
(except that reasonable compensation may be paid for services rendered to 

or for the Association affecting one or more of its purposes)., and no member 
director, or officer of the Association or any private individual shall be 
entitled to share in the distribution of any of the Association's assets on 
dissolution of the Association. 


No part of the activities of the Association shall include participating in 
or intervening in (including the publication or distribution of statements 
for) any political campaign on behalf of any candidate for public office or 
engaging in any substantial way, directly or indirectly, in carrying on prop=- 
aganda or otherwise attempting to influence legislation. 


In the event of dissolution, all of the remaining assests and property of the 
Association Shall, after necessary expenses thereof, be distributed to such 
organizations as shall qualify under Section 501 (c)(3) of the Internal Reve- 
nue Code of 1954, as amended, subject to an order of a Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York. 


The Association shall distribute its income for each taxable year at such 
time and in such manner as not to subject it to tax under Stction 4942 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, and the Association shall not 

(a) engage in any act of self-dealing as defined in Section 4941 (d) of the 
Code; (b) retain any excess business holdings as defined in Section 4943 (c) 
of the Code; (c) make any investments in such manner as to subject the 
Association to tax-under Section 4944 of the Code; or (d) make any taxable 
expenditures as defined in Section 4945 (d) of the Code. 


ARTICLE If 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The membership of the Association shall consist of those persons who have signed 
the Certificate of Incorporation, together with all persons who are hereafter 
received into or elected to membership as hereinafter provided. 
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Any person is eligible for membership who submits satisfactory proof that he or 
she is at present a licensed Amateur Radio (wireless) operator, that he or she 
was licensed as such twenty-five or more years prior to making application and 
who, upon submitting an application is approved as provided in the By-Laws of the 
Association. 


The classes of membership and the fees therefor are as prescribed in the By-Laws. 


Any member may withdraw from membership in the Association by presenting to the 
General Manager a written statement of resignation. 


A member may be expelled for violation of the By-Laws of the Association or for 
other cause prejudicial to the best interests of the Association. Such expul- 
sion may be effected by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors at a duly 
called meeting. 


Any resigned or expelled member forfeits all rights and/or privileges of the 
Association, 


ARTICLE IIT 


The general management of the affairs of the Association shall be vested in the 
Board of Directors, who shall be elected as provided in the By-Laws. 


The Officers of the Association shall consist of a President, Vice President, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 


Alternate Proposal "A" The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, 
Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer and five 
Directors of the Association. 


Alternate Proposal "B" The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, 
Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer and eleven 
Directors - one from each of the U. S. call-sign 
areas and one to represent foreign members. 


The Board of Directors shall meet at least once each year and at the call of the 
President. At least one-half of the Board members shall be present to 
constitute a quorum. 


If a vacancy occurs among the Officers or Directors, such vacancy shall be 
filled for the unexpired term by a majority vote of the Board of Directors. 


The President shall be a member ex-officio of all committees. 


ARTICLE IV 
MEETINGS 


The Association shall hold an Annual Meeting during the second half of each year 
at a time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors. 


The purpose of the Annual Meeting shall be a report of the Board to the general 
membership, the installation of Officers and Directors elected during the year 
and such other business as may be deemed necessary. 


ARTICLE V 
FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 


No financial obligations shall be incurred on behalf of the Association except by 
prior approval by affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Board of Directors as 
covered in the By-Laws.

The Board of Directors has approved submission of the 
proposed restructuring of the QCWA Constitution to the 
members for their consideration and comment. 


Balloting on the proposed modifications will occur, 
before the end of the year, after membership has had an 
opportunity to discuss and comment on the proposals. 


The proposals include provisions for: 


1, Putting back the 25-year stipulation in the 
Purposes of the Association. (ArtI, Sec 2a) 


2. Expanding the stated purposes of the Associ- 
ation, (Art 1, Sec 2b) 


3. Removing restrictions on the course of study 
required for candidates for the QCWA Schol- 
arship. (Art 1, Sec 2b) 


4. Modifying the restrictions with respect to 
influencing legislation which might affect 
Amateur Radio (Art I, Sec 2f) 


5. Setting up the purposes of the Annual Meet- 
ing as a report of the Board to membership § 
installation of Officers, when appropriate.. 
(Art IV, Sec 2) 


6. Modifying a requirement specifying the num- 
ber of signatures needed to validate a peti- 
tion seeking to amend the Constitution. (Art 
VI, Sec 1) 


7. An Option which would retain the present 5 
member Board, or expanding membership to 11 
Directors, (Art III, Sec 3) 


The By-Laws are also being modified to provide for 
greater membership participation and an improved time 
schedule for nominating and electoral processes, (Art. 
VI). The membership will be advised of changes in the 
By-Laws at least 60 days before they become effective. 
(Art IX, Sec 3), and a provision has been proposed to 
permit membership to petition for changes in the By- 
Laws. (Art IX, Sec 2) 


Article TII, Sec 3, of the Constitution will pro- 
vide a choice of retaining the present Board structure 
of five directors, elected by the entire membership or 
adopting the proposal which would establish a Board of 
11 directors, one to be nominated and elected by each 
U. S. call-sign area, and one director elected by and 
representing foreign members. Arguments, pro and con 
the change are submitted herein. Study them and send 
your comments to Headquarters no later than June 15, 
if they are to be considered before the proposals are 
to be put to a vote. You may, of course, write to in- 
dividual Directors, if you desire. 


All wording which remains the same as in the present 
Constitution and By-Laws is typed with this type-face.. 
Changes proposed have been typed in rranrc! 


All proposals presented to the Board are being pre- 
sented herein for members discussion and participation 
in formulation. Your comments are solicited, write to 
Headquarters, or to any Officer or Director, Give them 
your ideas on those articles of interest. Replies are 
requested by June 15. Discuss them at Chapter meetings 
and be prepared to vote when ballots are mailed.

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP. 


There shall be the following classes of Membership: 
(a) Full Membership 
(b) Life Membership 


(c) Honorary Membership 


The classes of membership are defined as follows: 


(a) Full members shall be those members holding full rights and privileges of 
membership 


(b) Life Members shall be those Full Members whose dues have been paid or granted 
for Life 


(c) Honorary Membership may be granted by action of the Board of Directors in 
recognition of outstanding service rendered by persons not otherwise eligible 
for membership in the Association 


A person elibible for membership may apply by making application on the form 
prescribed and submitting the application to the General Manager for Approval. 
Upon approval, and subject to review by the Board of Directors, the applicant 
shall be notified of his election to membership. (Formerly Sections 1 & 2 


ARTICLE IT 
DUES 


Each applicant for Full Membership shall remit an entry fee of three dollars 
($3.00) plus three years dues of fourteen dollars ($14.00), making a total of 
seventeen dollars ($17.00), which shall be returned to him or her should the 
application not be approved. 


Fach applicant for Life Membership shall make a life-time payment of seventy 
dollars ($70.00). Payment for Life Membership may be made in three installments 
over a period of one year. First payment must be thirty-five dollars ($35.00) 
second payment twenty dollars ($20.00) and final payment fifteen dollars ($15.00) * 
If payments are not completed within one year period, the money paid will be 
credited toward regular dues. If an entry fee has not been previously paid, it 
must be remitted with the first payment of Life Membership 


There shall be no dues or entry fee for Honorary Membership. (New Section) 


Any member whose dues have not been received by the Association within three (3) 
months after éxpiration shall be dropped from all membership lists. 


Each applicant accepted for membership shall be assigned a membership number in ' 
chronological sequence. This number shall not be reassigned to another member 


Applicants for membership who were former members shall be reassigned their 
original membership number upon prorated payment of all back dues to date or 
five dollars ($5.00), whichever is less, plus current dues. Wo member -shall 
knowingly be assigned more than one membership number. 


ARTICLE IIT 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors shall have control over the property and affairs of the 
Association and shall fix its policies. It shall have the power to hold meetings, 
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appoint committees, suspend, censure and take all necessary and proper steps to 
carry out the principles of the Association and promote its best interests. It 
shall appoint a General Manager and such other employees as may be considered 
necessary and fix their compensation. 


Meetings of the Board of Directors and the regular meetings of the Association 
may be held within any state of the United States as authorized by the Board 
of Directors 


Special meetings of the Board of Directors may, at the call of the President, be 
convened and action taken by mail or telephonic communications. ( New ) 


No Officer or Director shall receive renumeration for his services in any 
capacity. This is not to preclude reimbursement for documented expenses approved 
by the President. 


Each Officer and Director of the Association shall serve for a term of two (2) 
years or until his successor is duly elected. 


A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be deemed to occur upon the death or 
resignation of a member or upon his refusal to act. (New Section) 


Robert's Rules of Order shall govern meetings of the Board of Directors and of 
the Association in all cases which are applicable. 


ARTICLE IV 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the Board 
of Directors, He shall, with the assistance of the General Manager, carry out 
the mandates and directives of the Board of Directors. He shall appoint such 
committees as he or the Board of Directors shall consider expedient or necessary 


In. the absence of the President, the Vice Président shall perform his duties. In 
the absence of both the President and Vice President, such officers as may be 
present shall select a member of the Board to assume the duties of the President. 


The Secretary shall record the proceedings of all meetings of the Association. 
He shall promptly furnish copies of the minutes of these meetings to all 
members of the Board and publish a summary in QCWA News. He shall be 
responsible for maintaining the corporate status of the Association and filing 
all reports and certificates which may be required. 


The Treasurer shall be responsible for the funds of the Association and shall be 
accountable to the Board of Directors. He shall prepare a proposed operating 
budget for submission to the Board of Directors prior to each Annual Meeting of 
the Board. 


Upon the termination of his term of office, each Officer shall send to his 
successor, within 30 days, all property of the Association in his custody. (New) 


ARTICLE VI 
NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 


The regular election of Officers and Directors shall be held in odd-numbered years. 


No member may qualify for nomination to be an Officer or Director of the 
Association unless he shall have been a member in good standing continuously 
for more than two (2) years immediately preceding his nomination. 
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At the Annual Meeting held in even-numbered calendar years, the President, subject 
to approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint a Nominating Committee to 
select eligible candidates for the offices of President, Vice-President, Secretary 
Treasurer and appropriate Director positions. Nominations made by this Committee 
shall be announced in the Winter issue of the QCWA News along with a call for 
petitions from the membership for additional nominations. (Formerly Section 1) 


Nominations of Officers and Director candidates may be submitted by the membership 
by petition signed by at least 100 members in good standing. Such petitions shall 
be submitted to the Secretary, post-marked no later than February 10, of odd-num- 
bered years. Upon receipt of such a petition, the Secretary shall, upon verifying 
the validity of the petition and the eligibility of the candidates, cause the 
names of the candidates to be placed on the ballot along with those submitted by 
the nominating Committee. Publication of the list of all eligible candidates 
shall be made in the Spring issue of QCWA News. (Formerly Section 2 


Each Candidate shall be requested to submit in writing a brief biographical out- 
line to the Secretary by May 1. This biographical outline shall accompany the 
ballot. 


Ballots shall be sent no later than July of each odd-numbered year to each member 
in good standing. The polls shall be open no less than 60 days after the date of 
ballot mailing. Election of the candidates shall be by written ballot vote of a 

plurality of the members voting before the close of the polls. (Formerly Sec. 3) 


The President shall, with the approval of the Board of Directors, appoint two or 
more tellers to count the ballots, The tellers shall certify in writing the 
results of the ballot count for each candidate to the Secretary and to the 
General Manager. (Formerly Sec. 4) 


Results of the election shall be published prior to the Annual Meeting. Candidates 
shall be notified by the Gneral Manager of the results of the balloting via tele- 
phone within 24 hours of certification by the Secretary. (New Section.) 


ARTICLE VII 
CHAPTERS 


Chapters may from time to time be formed upon the approval of the Board of Direc- 
tors. The requirement for a Chapter shall be as follows: 


(a) Each Chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good standing of 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 


(b) The Chapter must have at least ten (10) members residing in the same 
geographical area. 
(c) The Constitution and By-Laws of each Chapter must be consistent with the 


principles of the Constitution and By-Laws of the Quarter Century Wireless 
Association, Inc. 


(d) Each Chapter shall elect a President/Chairman and other officers as required 
to conduct the business of the Chapter. The Secretary shall correspond with 
the QCWA Headquarters office and keep the General Manager informed of current 
information regarding the Chapter. 


(e) Each Chapter may have such local business or social meetings as it wishes 
and for such purposes as are within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless 
Association, Inc, 


(f) Deleted 


ARTICLE VIIT 


FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 
All obligations incurred b y the Association shall be solely corporate obligations 
and no personal liability whatsoever shall attach to, or be incurred by, any 


member, Officer or Director of the Association by reason of any such corporate 
obligations. 
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Expenditures beyond those approved in the Annual Budget shall not be made without 
prior approval of two-thirds of the members of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended from time to time by affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of the Board of Directors at any regularly called meeting of the Board of 
Directors. 


Petitions to change the By-Laws may be submitted to the Secretary upon signature 
of at least 200 members in good standing on January Ist of the year of submission 
of the petition. The Board of Directors must consider and vote upon said 

peitition at the next succeeding meeting of the Board of Directors. (New Section) 


The membership shall be advised of any amendment to these By-Laws at least sixty 
(60) days prior to its becoming effective. (New Section) 


** If Alternative "B" is adopted in Article II, Section 3, of the Constitution, 
providing for the election of eleven Directors, then the following changes 
would be made in Article VI of the By-Laws: 


Section 3, At the Annual Meeting held in even-numbered calendar years, the 
President shall, subject to approval of the Board of Directors, 
appoint a Nominating Committee to select eligible candidates for 
the offices of President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
The Presidents of all active chapters in each call-sign area shall 
comprise the Nominating Committee to select eligible candidates for 
the position. of Director for that call-sign area. Nominations made 
by these Committees shall be announced in the Winter issue of QCWA 
News along with a call for petitions from the membership for 
additional nominations. 


Petitions for Directors shall be limited to members whose primary 
residence is in the call sign Area from which the candidate is 
nominated. 


Section 4. 


Section 6. No later than July of each odd-numbered year, ballots for the

THE BLUE RIDGE CHAPTER QCWA 


John McLane, K4FTB wrote that there 
had been several good programs which 
featured Chapter members. Hank Poole, 
K4MH, spoke of the Voice of America 

operations, and Radio Free Europe was 
discussed by Bill Symons, K4IH. The 
Chapter has been able to attract ten 
or twelve new members recently. We 
have received a copy of the 1977 Di- 
rectory, and it is well prepared. I 
can only see one thing wrong..no pix! 
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The following story, from the memory of Dave Harrell, WS5CVQ, of Austin, 
Texas, written following the note in the December issue of QCWA News, on 
Page 19, in which Dave was ordered off the air, by the Military, in 1916. 


"The situation, as I remember it, was that after the 1911 revolution in 
Mexico, no stable government could come into power and last any length of 
time. Finally the U. S. recognized the Carranza Regime, but Carranze ad- 
mitted he could not control Pancho Villa,...So, the U. S, tried to catch 
Villa after he crossed the border and shot up a couple of towns in Texas 
and New Mexico. It took a long, long time to put him out of business. 


The Army, in 1916, had very poor radio communication and the station at 
Fort Sam Houston frequently contacted we amateurs because stations being 
called either could not receive them, or for the reason that Fort Sam was 
being covered up with amateur transmissions. When the war against Villa 
came along, they had all amateur stations dismantled mainly to stop Ham 
interference while trying to contact the expeditionary forces in Mexico. 
During that time, things got pretty dull in amateur radio, and Wes Tilley 
52U, devised a means of communicating locally which I think I have enough 
memory left to pass on to you. 


I was just a kid when I first met Wes, He had a wireless station and 
so did I and one day we made a contact and he came right over to see me. 
He started helping me rebuild 5DD and it did not take long to recognize 
that he was nothing short of a genius. He was living up over one of 
the stores on Congress Avenue, and operating the motion picture machine 
at Skinny Pryor's theatre. That is, he was until Skinny heard him play 
the pipe organ one day....Skinny promptly bought an organ for the theatre 
and promoted Wes to Organist. 


Attached hereto you will find a schematic of the communication rig that 
Wes Tilly got up to provide QSOs with me while we were shut down by the 
Villa expedition. It worked a little over half a mile, as Wes moved to a 
house on East llth street and I lived at my father's house at the corner 
of 11th and Guadalupe Street. 


Our mutual friend, Mr. A. E. Hancock, had a plumbing and electric store 
and among his items for sale were some large electric bells, We got two 
of them and removed the gongs. The next step was to tighten up the 
vibrator so it would produce a good musical tone, about 350 or 400 cycles 
per second. It was necessary to dig up the insulated coupling that the 
gas company placed just before the meter and attach a large diameter wire 
to the down stream side of it. We used as large a wire as we could find 
to make connection to the street side of this pipe. The amplifiers as 
shown were then constructed using 'Audions' and spark coils for audio 
amplifying transformers. A good strong signal could be heard in the 
headphones as our amplifier had a lot of gain and the poor quality wasn't 
bad since we were only amplifying an audio tone. 


This all sounds relatively simple until you realize that everything had 
to be made, including 'B' batteries which were assembled in a box having 
cabinet door buttons for contacts. The capacitors from rolls of wax paper 
and tin-foil. I think I still have one of them, about .002 mFd capacity. 
The transmitting inductances were copper tubing and the receiving coils 
were bare wire wound on Quaker oats boxes. As I remember the receiving 
inductances were about 20 turns of #18 bare and tapped about 4 turns from 
the bottom as the whole system was very low impedance. It drew 3 amperes 
from a 6 volt battery when key was down..about 3 ohms resistance. About 
all the praise I have for the thing was that it worked. 


All during the Mexican war Wes and I talked between his house and mine 
on a water and gas main circuit. When the war was over and we could go 
back on the air, Wes came over and helped me rebuild 5DD, and it worked 
much better and the signal it put out was not nearly so broad. He also 
got my code speed up to where it satisfied the radio inspector who came 
around and gave us the exam. We both passed and got licenses. 


The funny thing about the pipe-line system was the absence of QRN and 
QRM. We couldn't even hear a street-car...why I don't know, because when 
the antenna was hooked up to the receiver and the whole thing tuned with

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Birth of a Ham 


I can't remember back far enough that I had any greater interests than in 
electricity and communications. The old Zenith of my Dads' had always in- 
terested me, how you could plug the radio and lamp into the same power out- 
let and with one you got sound, the other light. Dad got me some books and 
I also frequented the library to glean information on all sorts of electri- 
cal apparatus. I'd heard of Bill Dial, W8BFH, one of the more avid hams 
around Akron, Ohio, and I finally got a chance to meet him and visit at his 


house. He gave me a lot of encouragement to get my ticket, said he'd give 
me the novice exam when I was ready. I used to drool over all the junk 
he'd collected and, Wow, that Johnson stuff sure worked neat. I'd listen 


to Bill on 40-meter phone by the hour. I studied the theory and practiced 
the code. My paper route provided me enough capital to purchase a second 
or third-hand S-40-B. I listened and copied code day in and day out. If 
I could only be one of those guys! Hey, this is where it's at! These men 
knew everything, there was nothing they couldn't do! 


I owned probably the most dilapidated Radio Amateur's Handbook anywhere. . 
but, to me, it was gospel. I found some TV twin-lead behind the TV repair 
shop one day and with it created a 70-foot folded dipole. The "handbook 
showed a 6AG7 transmitter for 80 meters, so I built it on a wood chassis § 
wound the coil on some Popsicle sticks. I scraped up enough money to buy a 
Bliley crystal and constructed this masterpiece with blasting wire from 
the local sandmine and acid core solder from my Dad's toolbox. At last I 
could copy five words a minute, so Bill sent for the exam. The waiting al- 
most killed me, and the phone calls every day to Bill's certainly strained 
his patience, but finally, the exam came and one Saturday morning I took 
the big step. I was so excited I almost forgot all the code, real shaky 
but Bill let me by...the written exam was a snap, I had the "handbook" by 
heart, right down to Hiram Percy Maxim's birthdate. 


I had wanted to be one of those guys on the air so bad that there was no 
room for anything else until the hoped for license arrived. I remember get- 
ting home from school one day and my Mother handing me the little envelope 
I fairly tore it open and vocally informed the world that I was WNSUSL. It 
was probably the greatest moment of my life! I had really worked real hard 
for something that to me was really worth having, and earning the prestige 
that went with being a ham. Immediately I called Bill to inform him of the 
event and to ask if he'd help get me on the air. That week-end he arrived 
bright and early Saturday morning. I saw he was a bit leary about putting 
power into my transmitter...1 assured him it was perfectly safe, well maybe 
not perfectly, but I'd tried it into a light-bulb. He helped get it loaded 
into my 70-foot antenna and gave me some last minute instructions. Then it 
was up to me. I called a very proud CQ and marveled at the sounds emerging 
from the receiver. I was on top of the world, reaching out to anyone who 
might hear me, as I'd heard so many late into the night reach out to other 
hams with their CQ's. I ended the call with all the proper punctuation so 
carefully learned...then, listening and tuning carefully, there it was..... 
WN8USL de WOHEO. I thought my heart would stop! We exchanged information 
and I reluctantly signed. I turned to Bill smiling, and we both well knew 
the feeling. I was now one of those giants. I I'd died that moment, I was 
certain that I couldn't have died happier. A HAM WAS BORN! Thanks to you 
both, W8BFH and W9HEO, whereever you are

He 
is located on the West Coast, and, while having been an 
amateur more than 25 years, has just been recently re- 
licensed, and received a WD6 call. He participated, or 
tried to, in the QSO Party, but found that he was sus- 
pected of being a beginning amateur, not a member, and 
in a few cases accused of causing QRM in QCWA's Party. 
He found he was continually challenged with the query- 
“are you QCWA?" 


He is active in Amateur work, associated with a well 
known Amateur Organization (Not ARRL)..and to us, seems 
an intelligent, reasonable person. So that you can be 
a judge, let me quote from his letter..."Do we have that 
much of a protective wall around us that we can't bend 
a little? I thought that of all places where the com- 
munications gap between young and old people should be 
overcome, amateur radio is it. Now, I'm not so sure.." 


"I would like to see the barriers broken down between 
age, license class and prefix, and enjoy the fellowship 
of all amateurs who operate with courtesy to all." 


It may be that this member is sensitive...I cannot be 
certain...but, I also feel that QCWA cannot afford the 
slightest possible chance of being guilty of such prac- 
tice. I ask each member to consider the basic fact of 
our existance --FELLOWSHIP--. Certainly, one must have 
been an amateur 25 years to join QCWA, but that cannot 
be allowed to degenerate into a practive of only speak- 
ing to those who have 25 years in Amateur Radio. I am 
certain that no QCWA Member does this intentionally.... 
Let us all conduct ourselves on the air and in person 
so that no one can accuse us of 'class conscious" or of 


license grade conscious, etc. That is not QCWA! eSBs;

Just so you pickle-lovers can try to do as well, we 
are printing his secret formula. 


HERMAN'S PICKLE RECIPE 


Procure 5 lbs. cucumbers of smaller variety for pick- 
ling, in a 1-gallon wide-mouth glass jar. Was pickles 
thoroughly and rinse in running water. The jar should 
between 20 and 30 cucumbers, as above. Other ingredi- 
ents include Schillings' mixed pickling spice, approx- 
imately '; medium to large head of garlic, 2 or 3 dried 
“hot chile peppters and about 14 stalks of dill weed, 
Take the following steps: 


1, Use 14 TBS mixed pickling spice, 4: hot chile 
pepper, 4 or 5 3" lengths of large dill weed 
and 2 cloves of spiced garlic in bottom of jar. 


2, Place 2 layers of cucumbers over above, 


3, Repeat steps above (except do not use any more 
mixed pickling spice,) until jar is full. 
4. Mix approximately 40 OZ of water and 5 level 


TBS of plain salt (spring water preferred) and 
pour over contents of jar until it is brimful, 


5. Cover jar tightly, using 2 thicknesses of wax 
paper. 

6. Place all above in warm place (like top of hot 
water heater,) and let ferment for approximate- 
ly 5 or 6 days. The warmer conditions are, the

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
Amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in most cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 
for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the §3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year 

of $35, 20 and 15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member- 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent. 


CERTIFICATES, 

MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member. The numbers are never re-issued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members, In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued upon appli- 
cation, and proof of eligibility.

QCWA CENTURY CLUB CERTIFICATE, is a new Award voted by 
the Board of Directors in February, 1978. Eligibility 
is based upon a members age plus his years in QCWA (in 
good standing) being equal to 100 or more. Proof of 
eligibility must be established by the applicant. Age

50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATION is issued 
to QCWA members whose calls appear in call books since 
1928. There is a charge of §1 for the Certificate. It 
must be applied for with proof of eligibility supplied 


60th ANNIVERSARY CERTIFICATION is issued to those QCWA 
members who have completed 60 years as a licensed Radio 
Amateur. Proof of such licensing is required. Endorse- 
ments may be obtained at 2-year intervals. 1912 is the 
first year considered as Amateur licensing.

HEADQUARTERS OFFICE. APPLICATION BLANKS ARE AVATLABLE
